She waa in 
posseealon of German Quota Insnigration Visa #16816 isaued on January 9, 1947 by 
the Ainarican Consulate General at Zurich, SwitterXand* 

Information appearing on this application for visa indicated that a he 
resided in Berlin, Germany, from 1930 to 1956| in Beacons Field, Great Britain, 
from 1936 to 1936 1 in Geneva, Switzerland from 1936 to 1937; in Berlin fron 
1937 to 194Sj in Konstanz, Germany from 1944 to 1946 and in June, 1946, resided 
in Switzerland. She stated her fa^band, HERBERT SKGELSIHG was bom In Overath, 
Germany, and presently resides ^ Konstanz, Germany. Their son, THOJiAS, was 
born on August 16, 1938 in Becj^n, Germany, and their daughter, CATHBRXKE, was 
born on September 9, 1941, In^ermany and both reside at Bsggis, Switzerland. 

Her parents, ARTHUR and ELSBuS^LER, are presently living at 116 Hillcrest Road, 
Berkeley 6, California, and INGEBORG upon entering the Dilted States indicated 
her intention to Join them at that address. 

GUDRUH IRMGARD INGEBORG EYGELSTNG, nee KOHLER, aka, INGBBORG ENGELSISG 
was registered as an alien on November 6, 1946 by the American Consul at Zurich, 
Switzerland receiving Alien Registration #a 6646965. A notation appears on her 
Ties Indicating that a Certificate of Arrival was applied for on July 26, 1947, 
indicating that she is applying for her first naturalization papers. 

For your further information, there are transmitted herewith two copies 
of a memorandum captioned "ftCTE KAPELLE, ESPIONAGE - R" in which ars set forth the 
results of a recent interview of INGEBORG ENGELS ING KOHLER, concerning her know- 
ledge of the ROTE KAPELU3 group. 

Ingeborg Engels ing- Kohler was interviewed on Ootober 27, 29, 
and SO, 1947, at her hooie, 115 Hlllcrest Road, Berkeley, California* She 
furnished the following informationi 






BACgGROUND AND PBRSOM HISTORY 

^She wae bom June 19, 1916, at Berlin, Gemany* Her father is 
Arthvur)^hler,^^^erly a Judge of the German Courts, and at one time a 
ber of the Angl wp ennan Hired Arbitral Tribunal in London, England * 
mother is ElssJ^iUm of Jewish desert end from the family of bankers’^ ^tlun» 
Speyer-Elllssen* Her parents lef^ Germany prior to the war and have resided 
in Berkeley, California, since^939, and are now naturalised G* 8* eitisens* 
She has a sister, l^s, Karl Hs^ilte, also a naturalised U* S. oitisen, re- 
siding at 1660 Boothill Boulevard, Altadena, California. 



Ingeborg Engels ing-Kohler was educated in England, Norway, Italy, 
and Switserland, completing her education in 19S5* She was prohibited from 
attending school in Gemany under the Nasi regime because of her part Jewish 
lineage* In 1937, she married Herbert Wilhelm Engelsing in London, England* 

Ee is non* Jewish and under German law, the marriage was not permitted in 
Gemanyi hence, they were married secretly in Qigland* Herbert Engelsing 
was born Septesiber 2^ 1904, at Overath, near Cologne, Gemany* Be ie an 
attorney and a jurist and was employed until 1934 as a judge ijs^the German 
courts* When the Nasi Party gained control of the courts,,/yre<a3l^^ Mrs. 
Engelsing, he felt that there was no longer justice in Qenuy left, ac- 
cepting a position with the ^tton piotury corpora tlon/^Twls "Wrobild Sindi- 
h^t)* This oompany had branches in Germany, Italy, and Prance* During the 
war, the Genaans took over the branches la Prance and Italy* Herbert Elngelsing 
continued as an executive of this corporation until the defeat of Gezviany 
in 1945* Thereafter, he moved to Konstans, Germany, in the French occupa- 
tion sone, and iras one of two attorneys admitted to practice before the Fmnoh 
military courts* Ingeborg Engelsing Kohler resided in Berlin with her husband 
at Bettinstrasse 2 b, Berlin, until 1942. After 1943 she changed her residenoe 
numerous times to avoid being drafted for compulsory military service in the 
German women's work unit* She lived for a short time in a horns about thirty 
miles from Berlin, followed by ehort residences at Radlnow, a small town on 
the Baltic Sea, Turpits, Freiburg, and finally, with the aid of a former student 
of . her grandfather, she obtained a home in Konstans, Germany, in 1944, residing 
at Aeschemweg 8* Her husband joined her there in 1945* The Engelsings have 
two children, Thomas, bom August 28, 1938, at Berlin, and Catherine, born Sep- 
tember 9, 1941, at Berlin* 
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Ingeborg Eng^lsing^Kohler osd her husband were active during the 
war in the anti«*Naxi underground, their aotlvitiee consisting in general of 
oollaoting and distributing food and clothing to Jews and persons without 
passports, ration cards, and other identification papers. They were also 
very friendly with and furnished information to Harro Schulze-Boysen and hie 
wife, id)o were executed in Berlin in 1942 for uxiderground activities. Herbert 
Engelsing atten^ted to intercede wiih the Gestapo on behalf of Schulse-Boysen 
after his arrest, but unsuccessfully. 

Ingeborg Sngelsing»Kohler had applied for a visa to enter the United 
States in 1939, but due to the war, was prevented from leaving Gemasy* She 
re-applied for a 0* S* visa and on January 1, 1947, was issued a quota visa 
by the 0. S* Consulate-General at Zurich, Switterland* She left Switserlsnd 
In Uaroh, 1947, and entered the Ukiited States at Hew York City, April 7, 1947, 
aboard the SS Gripsholm* She has applied for 0* S« oltisenship. Herbert Eugel- 
sing has wrlttsn her that ha has received a visa for entering the 0hited States 
and expects to arrive in Berkeley, California, early in December, 1947. He is 
now residing at either Eonstaxu, Germany, or in Zurich, Swltserland. 



ASSOCIATION WITH HARPO SCH0LZE-BOYSBK 

Upon her arrival in New York Ciiy, Ingeborg Engels ing- Kohler was met 
by one Paul A« Kes^ner, fcmerly a prooilnent German banker oonneoted with the 
Mendelssohn firm in Gemsny* Kampner presented her with a oopy of a book en- 
titled "Germany's Underground," by Allen Hlelsh Dulles, MaoDiillaa, 1947. One 
chapter of this book deals with the Rote Kapelle (Red Orohestra) plot against ' 
the Nasit and describes Sohulze-Eoysen os a Russian espionage agent. Ingeborg ^ 
Engelsing-Kohler etated that it was frcan reading this book that she first learned 
that Sohulze-ficysen wae oonneoted with Ruse^ eepionage. Prior to that time, / \ 
she hsd^jebnsldered him as engaged in anAii'^^ai political activities, which she * ^ 
descrSfe as "aufklaeunx" (aSightenas ^ilj Ingeborg Bngels^C'g- Kohler first oet x . ^ 
Harro^ltoulse-BoyBen andjM s^ei^^ibertas,^ infonhally a!t"a sociad party given 
at the heme of one Tfemer^von Simsohn, located at Wlnklerstrasee Grueneweld, 

Berlin, in 1958. ^be described von Simsohn as en anti -Nazi who was connected 
with a Qerman-English export company and who had been prominent in Germany prior 
to Hitler's rise to power. Von Simsohn reportedly came from a family of the . 

German nobility and his grandfather had crowned the Ekiperor. She eaid that von 
Simeohn had attended school with Harro Sohulze-Boysen at the University of 
Freiburg in Baden. Von Simsohn is presently residing in England. 

Subsequent to meeting the Schulze-Boyaens, the Bngslsings beosme close 
personal friends of theirs and they lost frequently at their respective homes. 

Ingeborg Bngele log* Kohler especially became a very close friend of Urs. Schulse- 
Boyeen. Conoerning Sohulze-Boysen, she said that while a student about the 
time of Hitler's rise to power, Schulte-Boysen had headed a small political group 
comprised mostly of students and had published a paper called "Die Gegner," (The 
Opposition). In about 1954, Sohulze-Boysen was arrested for these political 
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activities axid sent to what she termed a house of correction for a short 
tina* ASter his release from this imprisonment^ be entered the Gen&an dir 
Corps and beoame a pilot in the Luftwaffe* Ho later gained the rank of an 
officer and was assigned to Herman Goerlng*s oounter-esplonage division of 
the Air Ministry* In this positionf Sohulte-Boysen was able to obtain con- 
siderable Information, and she recalled that he was well»posted, both on 
Geman Amy plans and also on the strength of the Russian Amy, the where- 
abouts of Russian troops, and the location of Russian war industries* Ho 
spoke Russian* 

Between 1956 and 1941, the Engels ings szui the Sohulte-Boysens sssr 
each other every two to three weeks* After 1941, the two fsmiliea drifted 
apart because of the fact that Schulse-Boyaen and his wife did not get aJLong 
well together* They saw each other infrequently in 1941 and 1942* They usu- 
ally met at the Engelslng home, edtich was located at Bettlnstrasse 2 6, Berlin, 
or at the Schulse-Boyaen home, located on Wautsitrasse in Soharlottenburg, Ber- 
lin, and later in a section of Berlin known as Ife stand* During the war, she 
a aid she was of the opinion that Schulse-Boysen had continued his anti-Hasi 
political aotivltles and both she and her husband thought that Sohulse-Boysen 
would be an Important political figure after the war* She stated he was active 
in gathering information and spreading this information by word of mouth among 
other antl-Wasls for the purpose of ocmbatting the controlled German press* 

She said she knew of only one paper written by Sohulte-Boysen which was a 
leaflet eostparlng Napoleon to Hitler and arguing that the German invasion of 
Russia could not be successful* She said she did not belisve that Sohulte- 
Boysen was a Communist but rather, would classify him as sn extreme liberal 
or socialist, and said that she thought he was motivated by his high idealistic 
viewpoints* She said that both she and her husband furnished Sohulce-Boysen 
with information which they obtained in the course of their own underground ac- 
tivlties* She and her busbaxxd were very friendly with one Hane^^^kobke , idio was 
a German official connected with the Ministry of the Interior and who is now 
the Ch^X^of. Rolice at Me^n, Germany* "Erbrn Globke the Engels ings were able 
to obtedn political information and information concerning the policies of the 
Oennan Govexnment which they, in turn, turned over to Schulse-Boysen* In addi- 
tion, Herbert Engelslng, being employed in the moving picture industry in Ger- 
many, obtained information from leading actresses and other figures within the 
industry Indicating the anti-Nazi ^ndenoy which existed in Berlin at the time* 
She said that she did not be^nw^r husbsnd knew any more of Sohulse- Boy sen's 
true aotivltles at the time t^^she did* She said she knew that Sohulee- 
Boysen was in touch with one^^lone, a well-knorwn Italian author who presently 
resides in Switserlsnd gsd^^o is sn author of a book, the German title of 
which is "Brot und Yfein,J^Bread az^ Wli^e*) ^ 

Through the two Engelsings, Harro Schulse-Boyaen was introduced to 
Holmuth Himpel, the Engelsings* family dentist, and Marla Terwiel, Hlmpel's 
fiancee, and to one Hugo Busohmann, who rented an apartment in a home owned 
by the Engelsings* 
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Harro Sohalte-Boysen was arreetad by the Gastapo in Saptambar of 
and Gaatapo agants followed the aetivitiaa of Mre« Sobulsa-Boyaan 
clcealy for two or three waake thereafter until Mrs* Sobulaa Boysan attempted 
to aaoapa and 9\w too waa arrested. Scbulsa-Boytan and hia wife and a 
nimber of other indiridualo inrolTsd with them in their aotiTitles ware 
hanged in Berlin on December 23, 1942. Ingeborg Engalaing-£oblar stated 
there waa no publicity whatever in the Gaman papers oonoernlng the arrest 
and execution of any members of Schulse»BoyseD*s groups that she learned of 
Schulse*>Boysen*8 arrest from Schulse*5oyaen*a father, who is atill residing 
'in Germany. His name is E» Scbulse, residing at Prinseuhoohell Bfuelheisi^jx^ 
^Idorf, Germany (English tone). He is a director of the German firnr7i^!5«5as 
>(Deutsobe Has chine Aktien Gesellschaft). She spoke to B. Sohulte after the 
execution and he told her that he then knew all about what Sohulas-^Boysen 
had done but it was better that she did not know and he would not tell her any 
more. It waa from him that she learned of Schulte-Boysen's arrest and exe- 
cution. 

Concerning Mrs. S«h)0fM-5oysen, Ingeborg Bngelsing-Eohler said that 
they did not believe that ai^was involved in the activities of her huabend. 

Her maiden name waa Libe rtaySaaa-Heye. She oame from a very famous Geman 
family I her grandfather waa Prince Philip von Eulenberg, who had been a close 
friend of Kaiser Wilhelm. Hra. Sohulte-^Boyaen's mother waa one of von Bulen- 
berg's eight children. She eloped with an actor named Haas-Eeye, when she later 
divorced. Ura. Sohulse-Boysen waa one of three children, two daughters and a 
son of this marriage. One daughter Ottora Haaa-Haye, ia i&arried to Count 
Douglas of the Swedish nobility, and the son, whose first name Ingeborg Bngelsing- 
Kohler did not remember, was employed by the United Press during the war. After 
the execution of the Schulte -Boy sens, Ingeborg Engels ing*Kohler learned about 
other individuals vdio were also arrested and executed for complicity with them. 

ASSOCIATION WITH HUGO BUSCHMANN 



Tbe^Kgelslngs moved into the Bettinstrasse 2 ^ heme at Grunewald, 
Berlin, in ApA^, 1939, and in August of 1939, they rea6d an apartment in this 
house to Hugd^DSffachmann. Buschmann waa manager of tlSi^^ternit Corporation, 
Rudow, Berl^, and his wife's maiden name waa Margi t j TO ery, who waa a Rumanian 
by birth. The Engels^gs and Buachmanns became close frienda and the Engel- 
sings introduced tbe^uschnanna to Schulte -Boyaen. In connection with hia 
employment witri tharoternit Corporation, it was necessary for Buaohmazia to 
travel a great deajL and Ingeborg Engel sing- Kohler knew that he frequently made 
trips to Jugoslavia, Hungary, and Austria. She said that he also made several 
trips to Cologne, Germany. Ingeborg Enge la ing- Kohler had hoard that when Mrs. 
Buschmann was young, she had been a Communist and the Busohmanns had some of 
Lenin's books in their apeirtment, and on one occasion, Buschmann had lent one 
of Lenin's books to Sohulte -Boysen, and upon ths arrest of Sohulte-Boysen, the 
Gestapo found this book in his possession and implicated Busohmaxm for this 
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reason# BusoVunaim, s&id, waa arraatad by tha Gastapo In 1943^ and imprisoned 
and questioned for six ireeks^ but he was later re leased* After release, he 
continued with bis employment with the Etemit Corporation unti^^he defeat ' 
of Germany* After that time, Eoaohmaim beoame president of thalj^ntral Stella 
Verhaendelt Versollgun^” In the Russian sone of Berlin, i^oh^^mde scribed as 
being one of the bureaus set up by the Russian Army of Occupation engaged in the 
distribution of food* She said he was employed in this capaolty by the Russians 
for a short tlms, but apparently beoame disgusted with the Russians and on one 
occasion, oritioiEed them for being ^Just like the Nasls,” and so resigned from 
this pceition and returned to his old job with the Etemit Corporation in Berlin* 
She belie'ves he is now residing in Berlin in the English sone* She has heard 
that he had been offered a position with tha American military govemmant* She 
said she did not think that he waa a Conviunlst* She knew of no reXatiwes of 
the Bus^imann’s, except Mrs* Busohmann's mother, who oomsdtted aulolde while 
Busohnann waa in the custody of the Gestapo in March of 1943* She described 
Busohmam as being orer six feet tall, blonde hair, blue eyes, usually well- 
dressed, and handsome, about 45 years of age*

the Engels inge for a number of years Maria Terwiel was his fianoee* ^ 
Engelsings introduced Hlmpel and Marlf^erwiel to the Sehulse-Boyvens at a party 
at their home on one oooaslon* She did not know, hoeewer, that the Sohulse- 
Boysene and Hiapel oontlnuad to assooiate with each other until late in 1942, 
when she telephozMd Hi^pel*i secretary and asked for a dental appointment and the 
secretaiy replied that Hlmpel was out of town* Ingaborg Engel sing- Hohler told 
the secretary that she oould not believe this since Hlmpel would have told her 
that he was going, and than the secretary began to cry, so Ingaborg Sngelsing- 
Eohler visited her and tha seoretary told her that Hix^l had been arrested by 
the Gestapo as had been Maria Terwiel* She believed they wsre later executed 
at the same time as Sohulse-Boysens were* She said she was very surprised to 
learn that they were implioated with Sohulxe-fioysen in any way*

Ingaborg Sngelsing- Kohler described Guenthe^lsioenbom as a play- 
wright whom she met originally at a party held at the boras of Schulse-Boysen 
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in Berlin during the war» probably about 1940* She said she saw him once or 
twice thereafter at limilar partlea and aboard a a ail-boat owned by SCHULZE- 
She Icnew very little oonoeming him except that he li an author bom 
in ^he German Bhinelandi that hii wife*a name waa SCHH^BBL* WEI8BNBORN had 
livpd at one time in South iaerioa, returning to Germany ahortly before the war 
be gw. She met WEXSBNBORN again in Konitanz^ Switzerland^ in 19(6, where he 
eana on a lecture tour. At Konatanz 1VEISENB0KN read a play written by him entitled 
*Die^ Illegalen,* (The Illegal Onee). Thie play the said wae based on the under- 
ground aotivitlee of the SCHULZE-30YSEN group In Berlin. She said, howoTor. the 
play did not oc«utain any indication that SCHULZE- BOYSEN waa involred in Huaeian 
espionage although it did mention that some of the group were Coiamuniate. She 
eaid she has read the play and heard it read by IVEISENBORN and that the names of 
the principals inTolTcd in the play are fictitious, but at the end of the pley 
VfEISBMBORH has ooji^iled a Hit of names of the actual indiriduale inrolTed 
in the SCHUUE-30YSEH group. She said that GUENTHER WEISENBORK has done 
z jsearoh on the aotlrities of SCHULZE- BOYSEN and that he told her about seme of 
the Individuals whom she was acquainted with who were executed as the result 
of their aotiTities. Prior to her conversation with WEISENBORN, she did not 
know that these people were involved nor had she known what had happened to 
them. WEISENBORN told her that he himself was arretted by the Gestapo in 
1942, and was sentenced to a tern of imprisonment for either ten or fifteen 
years, she oould not remember whloh, but that WEISE^ORN was released at the 
time the Allied Armies defeated Hitler. She said she did not think that 
WBISENBORH was deeply implicated in the activities of the group, or otherwise, 
he himself would have been executed and she thinks that his writing the plsy 
is only capitalization on his part of his knowledge of SCHULZE-BOTSEN. She 
said that WEISENBORN told her thaAth^e had been some use made of radio 
transmission by 8CHULZS-30TSEN § p^fals o that a code had been used in one 
of the plsors written by one ADil^WuCKHOFP. She believed that WEISENBORN was 
still residing in Konstanz, Switzerland.

i^GEBORG EN^l^ING-KOHLER first met KURT/SCHUHACHBR and Or. 
EI^RXEOM^UL at a country estate oemed by the faz^.ly of Prince von BULENBERG, 
looatedymt Giebenberg, near Berlin. She stated that one day In 1939, she 
a ^f^* her husband drove out to visit Mrs. SCHUlZE-BOTSEN.at the estate, and 
that they remained there only about an hour. Or. ELFHIEDE PAUL and KURT 
SCHIRIACHER were guests of the SCHULZE-BOYSENS at the estate at that time, 
and they, the ENGEL5INGS, were introduced to them. INGEBOKG ENGELS INO-KCBLER 
did not meet them or hear of them again \mtil she learned that they had been 
executed for oojqpliolty with SCHULZE-BOYSEN. Or. ELFRIEDE PAUL she described 
as a woman doctor who was well-known in Berlin, and she said both KURT SGHU- 
UACHER and Or. PAUL had reputations as Communists. She knew nothing more 
about them.

interriew with a German anatoaQT inatruetor named Profeaeor STIEVE* In thia 
interview, Profeaaor 8TIEVS atated that after the exeoutiona, the bodlea of 
Mrs* SCHDLZE^fiOTSEN, Profeaaor HARNACK, and his wife, MILDRED HARHACK, were 
aent to SflEVS’a anatooy laboratory for dissection, but that Profeaaor STIEVE 
had arranged for burial of the bodies without /hutllatl on* She knew nothing 
further ooneeming these Individuals. (It i^ to be noted that the book, "Germany* 
Ltaderground," gives HARSACK*a first name aa OTTO, and identified him as a 
government councilor*)

It is to b® not«d that pages 100 and lOl of ALLEK ABLSH DULLES* 
"Germany's Underground,* contained the following information cocceming the 
Rote Kapelle network. 

"There was, however, one interesting plot in 1943 called Rote Kapelle, 
or Red Chapel, which originally had a political antl«'Nasi tinge, and later 
turned into an organisation ^ provide intelligence for the Red Amy. 

"The^ytSiln g s^AKt in Rote Kapelle was a Lieutenant Harold Sohulse- 
fioyeen, adio had, ^en y&>litios since 1932, when ha formed a snail political 
party oalled*^Cl«^r CS^oeition). At first he opposed both Hasis and Communists 
»»the former he considered too bourgeois, the latter too bureauoratlo* He con- 
oooted a political farrago around the idea that there was no left or Right, 
that political parties did not form a straight line but an Incooiplete cirole, 
which did not quite close* The Comunists and Raais, of course, ware at the 
unolosed ends of the oircle. Sohulze-fioysen decided his party would fill that 
gap and close the circle. He was young, blond, Kordlo»»n product of the German 
Youth movement. Always wearing a black sweater, he went around with revolu- 
tionaries, surrealists, and the rag- tag and bobtail of the 'lost generation*' 

He had had trouble with the Kasls early in his career, and only pro|ectlon in 
high places— his father was an admiral and his mother a friend of Goring— saved 
him* Finally, his mother, through Going's Influence, found a place for him in 
the Air Kinistry* y 

"The Russians had sepn the possibility of using him, end after Hitler 
attacked them Sohulse-Boys»<Mcame one of their Important agente in Gemaxy. 

He had leads not only Air Ministry but also to the Foreign Office 

(through a certain Dolf^^^ Scheliha) and to other important offices through 
Government Councilor Otto Hamaok* The latter had worked closely with the Soviet 
Embassy during the days of the Hltler-Stalln pact and at that time had received 
from the Russians his instructions, radio sets, and secret oodee* Rote Kapelle 
ended when one of the Russian agents, parachuted into Germany, sold out to the 
Gestapo* Seventy-sight were executed* 'It seems a habit in Europe that spiritual 
seels be drenched in blood,' Sehulce-Boysen wrote his parents Just before his 
execution* He became a posthumous hero In the Russian zone of Berlin where a 
play about Rote Kapelle by GURTHSR TIBISENBORR, one of the participants who 
survives, had considerable vogue." 

IH6EB0RG EKGBLS IKG-KCELER stated that the name, HAROLD, as given for 
SCHULZB-BCTSEN's first name, is incorrect, and that it Is actually HARRO* She 
also stated that the statement to the effect that SCHULZE-BOYSEN'a mother was 
a friend of GOERIKG was also incorreot, and that she knew that there was no 
oozmeotlon whatever between SCHULZE-BOYBEK's family and HERMAN GOERIKG* She 
said she had known nothing concerning the radio sets and secret codes until her 
conversation with GUENTHER 1<EISENB0RN in 1946, and that the knew absolutely 
nothing of SCEULZE-BOYSEN's connections with Russian agents until she had read 
about it in ALLEY ITELSH DtILLBS ' book* 



Concerning the etetement In the book attributed to SohulEe-^Boysen 
as "It ceeD8 a habit in Burope that spiritual seede be drenobed in blood,** 
adiich Sohulte«Boysen wrote his parents before his execution, she said she 
knew this was correct because Sohulse»Boysen*s father showed her that letter 
when she conversed with him after SohuXze^Boyeen^e ezeoution.

rived in the Dnited States ICay IS, 1959, He presently resides at 115 Hill- 
orf.st Road, Berkeley, California* He received his Gbited States naturalisa- 
tion papers. Naturalisation No* 2007151, in 1945.

It is to be po^tted out that information was furnished to the 
effect that Herbert EngeUlng was given an appointment as Chief Attorney 
in the French military Mpts and the Geman courts in the French sona and 
that he worked with LedS^ild, the Coznmissaire de Surete of the Fren^ 
Military Government in Ko^tans, Germany* Ingeborg Bngeleing- Kohler stated 
that her husband was not employed by the French military courts but that 
be was a practicing attorney in Konstans, Switserland, and that in 1946, he 
was one of two attorneys admitted to practice before the French courts, but 
that at the present time, all attorneys are permitted to practice in French 
courts. She stated be did not work with or for Leon Hlld, who. is head of the 
French Police in Konstans, but then her husband was acquainted with him on a 
personal basis* Her husband bad advised him unofficially on some matters* 

She said the last address she bad for her husband was at Wallgut 3, Konstans, 
Germany, which is his office address. 

It is noted that in a previous interview with Herbert Engelsing, 
he advised that he was able to provide Schulso-Boyeen with situation reports 
on future political and military aotions to be taken by Germany through his 
acquaintances with favorite actresses of top Nazis, and that he remembered 
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that all Ixifornation went to Dr« Blfrled«^^m^» who Is still allTe in Berlin* 
Regarding this Ingeborg £ngal sing* Kohler ftated that it was oorrect on the type 
of information furnished by the Bngelsings to the Sohulee^Boysens* She said, 
howawer, that no written reports were glTen, that the information was all turned 
over to them orally in eonversation at their reapeotive homes, and that writing 
any reports would have been too dangerous* She stated that she was not aware 
of any aotivities on the part of Dr* Elfriede Paul, and did not know of the dis- 
position of the Information whlob was furnished by the Sngelslngs to the Sohulte- 
Boysens* She did not know wbstber Or* Paul was still alive in Berlin or not but 
it was her impression that Dr* Paul had been executed along with the others in- 
Tolved in the group* 

Concerning her aotivities in the tblted States sinoe her arrival, 
aha stated that she haa resided with her parents and her two children in 
Berkeley I that she is not involved in sny political activities, nor does 
she desire to become involved*
